Theatres are 
cautioned not to allow a larger num- 
ber of persons to enter the building 
than the actual number of permanent- 
ly fixed seat?. 


The commission states that during 


the past year there have been few 
complaint* of the over crowding of 
theatres and assembly halls. With 
the approach of the holiday season, 
however, complaints along this line 
have been coming in from theatre pa- 
trons- The commission warns that 
unless the requirements of the law 
are strictly compiled with and no per 
son* arc allowed to stand or sit in 
aisles and passageways, a 
serious 


calamity may result. The continued 
cooperation of threatre managements 
in compliance with these requirements 
is requested for the protection of pa- 
trons and the public generally.

We will have 
our feasts, our turkey, our plum pudding, 
and our mince pie ' with internment and 
laughter; but we all know that these are 
the husks and not the living truth of 
Christmas. Back of the symbolism is the 
fact that men believe *hat nineteen hun- 
dred years ago theTe came by the way of 
the stable door of Bethlehem a notable per- 
sonality into the world who has changed 
the character of 
civilization, broadened 


and deepened the stream of human life, ex- 
alted the ideals of men. taught us virtue 
and generosity, and "put bunches of new 
blown roses upon the snowdrifts of our 
bleak December days." It is this which 
makes our Christmas truly glad. 


THEY LEAKN NOTHING 


It is hinted freely that the house reso- 


lution placing an embargo upon immigra- 
tion for a period of fourteen months, which 
was adopted by an almost unanimous vote, 
will be killed in the senate. At first this 
is apt to excite surprise, for the popular 
demand for a cessation of immigration is 
virtually universal. It was well reflected 
in the vote upon the measure in the house, 
which is essentially the popularly elected 
branch of congress, for each member rep- 
resents only a small district and knows 
most of his constituency. 


But it must be remembered that Senator 


Boies Penrose and his allies practically con- 
trol the senate. There are interests in the 
United States which would profit by an in- 
flux of alien labor.

The 
tame interests have in the past subverted 
the honest object of the protective tariff,

which is to protect American labor and 
American business against the inroads of 
foreign labor and business. But-sometimes 
the tariff has been fixed so^ high that 
American manufacturers could sell goods 
in Europe at one-third less than American 
prices and still make a good profit, while 
at the same time the foreign labor was per- 
mitted to come freely into America to man- 
ufacture those goods. 


There is little doubt that 'the American 


people are in favor of a protective tariff. 
But it was a subversion of its object which 
swept the Republican party out of power 
in 1912. Senator Penrose and his allies 
were the chief causes of that revolt. If they 
balk the popular demand for a suspension 
of immigration they will be pointed to- 
ward a repetition of history. 
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THE SPREAD IN TOBACCO 


Now it is the tobacco growers who are 


charging that they have been brought 
face to face with black ruin as a result of 
the low prices offered by the large buyers 
and the situation is deemed so serious that 
the federal trade commission has made a 
special report to congress on the subject. 


There must be some mistake here. Has 


any one heard of any cut in the finished 
tobacco product in any form? On the con- 
trary some of the manufacturers have re- 
cently been compelled to announce advanc- 
es. 


But perhaps the case is somewhat paral- 


lel to that of the makers of expensive foot- 
wear who have assured us that the leather 
is the least of the items of cost. It may be 
that tobacco is the smallest item in some of 
the mixtures and cigars we have been get- 
ting. If that is the case it looks like a 
long, weary way to a good five-cent cigar 
or mellow stogie again though tobacco 
itself is as cheap as when these delectable 
objects crowded every tobacconist's coun- 
ter.

windpipe). Such a search is much more likely to 
prove successful than is the most diligent scrutiny 
of the almanac, the patent medicine testimonial or 
Doctor Quacker's Dollar Doctor. 


Whether the patient notices any rawness or sore- 


ness in the chest or not, the physician finds clear 
evidence, In his examination of the chest, of any 
actual bronchitis. 
Inflammation of the lining of 


the bronchial tubes can never be inferred from 
cough and sore chest alone; that is, no one, not even 
a doctor himself, can surmise bronchitis from his 
own sensations. Any guess about bronchitis or 
"cold on the chest," not corroborated by the evi- 
dence the doctor finds when he listens with ear or 
stethoscope, is, therefore, usually wrong. Dabbling 
with treatment purporting to be good for bronchial 
trouble is—well, with most copgh cures it is a 
great life if you do not weaken. Often you don't.

Radium Lasts 


The long 
life of radium is what 


makes it really practical for medical 
.purposes. If it could be used but once, 
or even a few times, the cost of radi- 
um treatments would be prohibitive. 
But, because the energy of radium is 
jndiminished by use, it is within the 
reach of rich and poor alike, where 
hospitals make use of it. It does not 
matter whether it is kept in sunlight, 
or in a hot or cold place. None of 
these conditions affect its strength. 


It is shut up in leaden caskets to 


irevent theft, and a* a protection to 
jeople and objects around it. So pow- 
jrful are the forces emanating from 
i few grains of radium that the Bu- 
reau of Standards finds it necessary to 
inclose its supply in a lead case, and 
to place before that a Isad screen.

Cures Some Cancers 


Radium's most conspicuous service 


to humanity so far has been as a 
treatment for several types of cancer. 
It does not always cure, even those 
forms which respond 
to treatment. 


But where tt only relieves suffering 
and removes the terrible odor which so 
often accompanies cancer, it is a-re- 
medy of inestimable value. 


As for the future of the supply, the 


United States Geological Survey says 
that no one knows exactly how long 
the United States will continue to be 
the main producer of radium, or how 
much the earth holds. Our carnotite 
minus in Utah and Colorado yield nine- 
tenths of the world's radium and the 
amount isolated from the product of 
these mines is slightly increasing each 
year. 


There are smaller radium-producing 


mines in Bohemia, Portugal, southern 
Australia, Afghanistan, and Cornwall, 
England, Most of these countries pro- 
duce but a gram or so a year, while 
the United States is producing about 
20 grams. 


Originally, radium was isolated by 


Madame Curie from pitchblende, and 
for a time pitchblende was sought as 
the source of supply. But there was 
comparatively little pitchblende to be 
found and now most of the radium 
made is derived from carnotite. This 
is a bright, canary yellow metal, which 
occurs in soft sandstone, nearly al- 
ways with 
fossil woods 
and often 


with the fossil bones of long-extinct 
animals. At first it was found only on 
the surface and on the edges of cliffs, 
which led to the belief that it did not 
enxist under the rocks. .But lately 
some experimental drilling revealed 
carnotite as far as 60 feet below the 
surface, so that the rsaources for pro- 
ducing radium may be far greater 
than has been supposed. 


Producing radium is a prosaic, ex- 


acting task. The carnotite is mined 
laboriously and in enormous quanti- 
ties, for as one firm puts it, it takes a 
dozen carloads of ore to yield a thim- 
bleful of radium. The deposits in our 
West often occur in desert land 60 
miles from a railroad and half a dozen 
miles from water supplies. The string? 
of burros, that bridge the desert miles, 
laden with waters and supplies are the 
one picturesque touch about a radium 
mine.
